Play in First Period.

A 
punting duel developed and with 
the wind behind them, the Har- 
vard kickers put Princeton back to 
its eight yard line. _In six plays, 
including a forward pass, Slagle to 
Drews, the Tigers went to Har- 
vard’s 47-yard mark.. The attack 
was halted at the Crimsoa 35-yard 
line when a forward pass went 
wrong. The Tigers had covered 
57 yards but Harvard punted back 
to the Princeton 29-yard line. 

Princeton went right back, Cald- 
well getting 12 yards and Dinsmore 
‘breaking loose for 25. Holding 
cost the Tigers 15 yards but an- 
other forward pass, Digan to Drews 
gave Princeton first down on Mar- 
vard’s 27-yard line. Princeton lost 
the ball on downs just as the first 
period ended.

Residents of Kirkwood, Webster 
Groves and Carondelet, who saw 
an airplane darting eastward about 
3:30 p. m. yesterday, little dreamed 
they were witnessing the unherald- 
ed arrival o {the leader of the re- 
cent epoch-making flight around 


the world. 

It was the biplane “Chicago,” 
flagship of the famous flight, car- 
rying Lieut. Lowell H. Smith, com- 
mander of that flight, and Lieut. 
Leslie Arnold. his aide. They land- 
ed at Scott Field at 3:55 p. m., and 
spent the evening in St. Louis with 
friends, departing at midnight for 
Chicago by train. 

Winging their way at an aver- 
age speed of 107 miles an hour, 
the flyers passed from summer to 
winter, in a 750-mile continuous 
hop from Love Field, Dallas, Tex., 
to Scott Field. Not in Iceland nor 
in Greenland did they suffer’ so 
much from cold as they did in yes- 
terday's trip, they. said. 

The reason was that they were 
not clothed for the chilly weather 
they encountered. When they left 
Love Field at 8:55 a. m. it was 
balmy, but when they climbed 
stiffly from their cockpits at Scott 
Field the mercury stood at 45. 

Around “Corner” of Ozarks. 

The route lay around the “cor- 
ner” of the Ozark mountains to 
Springfield. Mo., to Jefferson City, 
over the Missouri River’ valley, 
crossing into St. Louis County 
south of St. Charles, then over the 
southwestern suburbs; across the 
Carondelet and

Also Asserts George Gould 


Fund With Worthless 
Railroad Stock. 


“THROWING UP SMOKE

Counsel for Trust Company 
Intimates Two of George 


Gould’s Children Need 
Money. .

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Charges 
that mismanagement by its trustees 
cost the Jay Gould estate more 
than $34,600,000 in the last 10 
years and that the late George 
Gould, most active of the managers, 
once paid to it a debt of approxi- 
mately $500.000 with worthless 
stock, featured the session yester- 
day that marked the end of the 
eighteenth month of litigation over 
the accounting of the property. 


Walter B. Walker, counsel for 
Frank J. Gould. principal objector 
to the accounting, hearings on 
which are being held before referee 
James A. O'Gorman, made both al- 
legations. 

He declared that at the time of 
Jay Gould’s death in 1892, the es- 
tate amounted to $84,309,258.02. 
On Dec. 31, 1914, he said, increases 
had brought the toal to $84,908,- 
978.42, divided into six equal trust 
funds, 

Citing the sworn statement of 
value on one of these issued by the 
United States Trust Co., Dec. 8, 
1923, as co-trustee with Edwin 
Gould and Mrs. Finley J. Shepard 
for Frank J. Gould, life beneficiary, 
Walker alleged that between that 
time and the date in 1914 this trust 
had shrunk $5,772,620.46. 


$34,635,722 Loss Is Alleged. 

He declared that on the basis of 
the 1914 figures each of the six 
trust funds then was worth $14,- 
151,496.40, but that the trust com- 
pany’s statement showed a total of 
only $8,378,875.94 to the credit of 
Frank Gould’s fund nine years lat- 
er. On this basis, he figured the 
toal loss in the Jay Gould's estate 
in value at $34,635,722.76. 

He announced he would ask the 
Court to compe] the trustees to re- 
Imburse the estate to that amount 
plus interest at 6 per cent since 
1892. 

George Gould’s alleged mulcting 
of the estate occurred in 1903, 
Walker said, when he put $545,650 
worth of Wabash railroad stock in- 
to the estate and took credit for 
himself in that amount. 

This stock never paid any divi- 
dends, Walker alleged, and event- 
ually became worthless. He con- 
tended that on this deal alone the 
Jay Gould estate now is owed $1,- 
065,660, which includes interest on 
the origina! Joss. 


Sisters in Need of Money. 

Objectors to the accounting are 
trying to prove that the estate of 
George J. Gould is Mable for losses 
to the Jay Gould estate suffered 
through his alleged mismanage- 
ment. 

By the assertion of C. A. Rob- 
erts, counsel for the Equitable 
Trust Co., guardian of Margerie 
Drexell and Lady Decies, the for- 
mer Vivian Gould, two of George 
Gould's children, it was intimated 
that they are in need of money. It 
developed that of six trust funds 
into which the original estate was 
divided two years ago, there was 
less coming to the heirs of George 
sould than to any of the others.

Texan Adopts Unique Method 
in Effort to Get 200 ‘‘Part- 
ners” at $10 Each. 


WwW. B. Keene doesn't believe in 
having people waste their time for 


his sake. Of course, he wants 
them to read his stock-selling liter- 
ature and all that, but he’s willing 
to pay them for the time it takes, 
So he encloses with each appeal a 
check for five cents. 

St. Louisans who have received 
such checks have been puzzled as 
to the reason until Keene re- 
minded them that time was money 
and must be paid for accordingly. 
The real reason, perhaps, is that 
most literature akin to Keene's 
goes into wastebaskets unread, and 
Keene, by attracting attention with 
his checks, hopes to have his read 
and answered. Just why he al- 
ways encloses a check for a nickel, 
and never for a penny, dime or 
quarter, is not explained. 

Investigation Suggested. 

In calling attention to the meth- 
ods of Keene, who has offices in 
the Dan Waggoner Building at Fort 
Worth, Tex., the St. Louis Better 
Business Bureau suggests that re- 
cipients of his checks investigate 
thoroughly before sending their 
own checks to Keene in exchange 
for stock. The National Vigilance 
Committee, the parent organization 
of the local bureau, says: “Mr. 
Keene makes no mistake in stat- 
ing that his proposition is purely a 
speculation.” | 

Keene makes a plea for a $10 in- 
vestraent by each of 200 “part- 
ners.” He claims to own four 20- 
acre leases surrounding an oil well 
in Baylor County, Tex., which is 
being drilled. If oil is struck, 
Keene predicts the acreage will in- 
crease greatly in value. Right now 
he needs about $1400 to pay off in- 
debtness on his acreage. 

Organized Oil Association. 

In July, 1922, he organized the 
Keene Ojl Association at Fort 
Worth, with an authorized capit- 
alization of $500,000. The Na- 
tional Vigilance Committee is ad- 
vised that only $4100 in stock was 
sold and Keene's personal promvo- 
tion expenses approximated $12,- 
000. 

In January, 1923, he formed a 
co-partnership with Thomas OC. 
Shaw under the style of National 
Brokerage Co. Incidentally, one 
T. G. Shaw of the Dan Wagegeoncr 
Building, Fort Worth, ts also 3end- 
ing out appeals for 200 “partners” 
at $10 each in order that he may 
pay off the balance of $1600 he 
owes on four 40-acre leases sur- 
rounding the same well mentioned 
in Keene’s appeals. No mention is 
made, however, of any connection 
between Keene and Shaw. Shaw's 
literature is practically identical !n 
form with that of Keene’s except 
that he does not provide fiva-cent 
checks for readers. 


SEVEN MAIL PLANES DESTROYED 


Government Ships Burned When 
Hangar Catches Fire. 

CHEYENNE, Wryo., Nov. 8.— 
Seven Government air mail planes 
were destroyed here shortly after 
midnight, when the new hangar at 
the Government air mail field 
caught fire. The fire was caused 
by an electric light globe on an 
extension cord falling to the gaso- 
line soaked floor and bursting. A 
large fuel gasoline tank filled with 
fuel exploded shortly after the fire 
started throwing the burning liquid 
in all directions. 

Two mechanicians were at work 
in the hangar when the fire start- 
ed, but escaped uninjured. They 
were able to drag one.of the eight 
Planes which were in the building 
to safety. This was the only ma- 
chine saved. 

The loss is estimated at $150,006.

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ANTI-KLAN LAW 
UPHELD BY N.Y. 
SUPREME COURT 


Decision Written by Justice 
Pooley Covers All Points 
Raised by Ku Klux of 
Buffalo. 


“STATE IS BOUND 
TO MAINTAIN ORDER” 


Court Declares Legislatures 
Frequently Enact Laws 
to Protect Personal Lib- 
‘erty and Health. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ' 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. §.—The 
Walker law, enacted by the State 
legislature to combat organizations 
like the Ku: Kiux Klan, was de- 
clared constitutional yesterday in 
Supreme Court by Justice Charles 
A. Pooley. The opinion covered all 
phases of the situation developed by 
the unmasking of the klan in Buf- 
falo by Mayor Frank X. Schwab. 
The law requires registration with 
the Secretary of State of the mem- 
bership of incorporated secret fra- 
ternal organizations. 

“The State is bound to maintain 
order within its boundaries, pro- 
mote the general welfare, protect 
its citizens in their personal and 
property rights,’ held the court. 
“In doing so the legislature -has 
been called upon frequently to en- 
act what has been dominated class 
legislation, and has been upheld by 
the courts. 

“The statute is assailed on the 
ground that it is class legislation 
wrongfully restricting the personal 
liberty of certain citizens, in an 
unreasonable and arbitrary man- 
ner. 

Statute Is Valid. 

“It cannot be questioned that 
the legislature has the power to 
enact laws applicable to particular 
Classes under the police power of 
the State having regard to the pub- 
lic safety, the protection of public 
morals and general welfare of the 
people. 

“The court starts with the pre- 
sumption that the statute is valid, 
the deliberate enactment of the 
law-making power, and that it is 
to determine whether or not the 
act is unreasonable and arbitrary. 

“Coming, then, to the question 
whether or not the legislation is 
unreasonable, ar®itrary and dis- 
criminatory, it is urged that the 
act exempts all labor organizations 
and the 26 benevolent orders men- 
tioned in the Benevolent Order 
Law. These organizations and 
their purposes are well known, 
many of them having been in ex- 
istence for many years. Many of 
them are oath-bound and secret. 

Mystery Rites Rebuked. 
“But we hear no complaints 
against them regarding violation of 
the peace or interfering with. the 
rights of others. If it should ap- 
pear that any of them or any group 
of them was violating the law, they 
might be promptly and effectively 
proceeded against.’’ 

The decision also rebuked any 
organization for holding mystery 
rites in the night and the spreading 
of terror. 

“It is a matter of common 
knowledge that this organization 
functions largely at night, its mem- 
bers disguised in hoods and gowns 
and doing things calculated to 
strike terror in the minds of the 
people,” the opinion continues. “If 
what is claimed of it is true, it 
strikes at the fundamental princi- 
ples of government, principles that 
have been recognized as the found- 
ation of our liberties. If they are 


true the State has the power to 
eradicate them.” 


Referring to the birth of the 
klan the decision said: 

“The organization is the same or 
similar to that of an organization 
following the Civil War and it ap- 
pears to have adopted the details 
of regalia and procedure. 


U. S. Law Enacted. 

“It is unfortunate, ag I view it, in 
adopting the name of an organiza- 
tion which was disposed of by 
proclamation of the President, and 
was prosecuted in the courts. A 
culmination was reached by the en- 
actment in 1871 of Chapter 22, 
United States Statutes at Large, 17, 
which came to be known as the 
Federal Ku Klux Law, forbidding 
Cisguises and interference with 
freed men’s rights. This enact- 
ment was challenged in United 
States vs. Harris, 106 United States, 
629, upon the ground that it trans- 
cended the inherent power of gOV- 
ernment.” 

Henry W. Killeen, counsel in the 
John Doe proceedings, who ex- 
posed many of the klan secrets, 
this afternoon said: “The decision 
of Justice Pooley is a learned one.”’ 

Mayor Schwab's only comment 
was: “Well, you don’t see me cry- 
ing over it, do you?” 

Klan officials at headquarters 
refused to make any statement un- 
til the decision had been thor- 
oughly studied.

Company Previously Had 
Attempted to Get Em- 
ployes to Accept Re- 
duction of 20 Per Cent.

MANCHESTER, N. H., Nov. 8.— 
Notices were posted in the Amos- 
xeag Mills here today announcing 
that a 10 per cent wage reduction 
would become effective on Monday. 
The wage cut affects 14,000 textile 
operatives. At present about 5000 
operatives are working on a four- 
day week schedule but more de- 
partments are expected to be oper- 
ated in the near future. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Labor, po- 
Utica] and trade motives Were vari- 
ously assigned recently in explana- 
tion of the striking contrast  be- 
tween the profits reported to the 
Government and the losses reported 
to stockholders by the Amoskeag 
Manufacturing Co., one of the larg- 
est textile concerns in the world. 
The two sets of figures attracted 
considerable comment from trade 
and labor representatives, who 
professed to see no way of making 
the two statements agree. 

To the Government, the Amos- 
keag Co. paid a tax for 1923 which 
would indicate profits of approxi- 
mately $5,000,000. But for’ the 
year ending May 31, Treasurer F. 
C. Dumaine submitted a statement 
showing a loss of $2,851,181 and 
he said that at no time during the 
past year had it been possible to 
sell goods on a basis yielding the 
slightest profit. 

Publication of the income tar 
return of the company immediately 
drew a demand for an explanation. 
Frank P. Carpenter, a member of 
the Board of Trustees and one of 
the largest stockholders, criticised 
the action of Treasurer Dumaine 
for “submitting one report to the 
stockholderg and another, diamet- 
rically opposite, to the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

Tried to Get Wage Cut. 


Last year’s profit was explained 
by one company official as due to 
the higher inventory value of wool 
owned by the concern. 

Labor officials saw a direct con- 
nection between the efforts of the 
company to obtain a substantia! 
wage cut and the statement of 
losses. The company desired a 20 
per cent reduction, but employes 
would submit to a cut of only 10 
per cent, which at first was ignored 
but more recently has been ac- 
cepted. 

An official of the United Textile 
Workers said yesterday the com- 
pany, in spite of its declaration of 
an cperating loss, is not warrant- 
ed in slashing wages. He exp’ained 
that cotton is selling at 23 cen -s 
coinpared with almost 35 cents a 
year +.g0, and that the number of 
lovtrs to each operative has been 
almost doubled. 

‘The income tax return of the 
company yg’ he said, “only confirms 
what we have been saying, namelv, 
that the eoncern is trying to get 
even lsrger profits by grinding 
down the wages of the emplcyes. 
Even a 20 per cent cut would mean 
less than a cent a yard on cloth, 
which the company sells, and that 
means nothing to the public.” 


Profit $5,000,000 in Five Months. 


In the Worth street district, 
which is the textile selling center, 
it was brought out yesterday that 
the company’s financial statements 
are “not likely to inspire much 
confidence.” Several trade repre- 
sentatives expressed the opinion 
that no reasonable explanation oc- 
curred to them, though labor and 
political motives were mentioned. 

“Of course the loss shown by the 
company,” sald one mill agent, 
“and the passing of the dividend 
would argue against the tariff be- 
ing t0Oo high and would also indi- 
cate the need for lower wages. 

“One of the big concerns showed 
a six months’ loss of $1,250,000, 
and {it is barely possible that in 
five months between its profit for 
1923 and May 31 of this year, the 
company lost almost $3,000,000. 
But it is just as unlikely. 

“The real contrast is between 
the treasurer’s statement of no 
profit in the past year and the 
profit reported to the Government. 
Only five months were allowed in 
1923 for the profit of $5,000,000.

Argentine Newspaper \ Also Finds 
tion to Radicalism 
in La Follette Rout.

BY UENOS AIRES, Nov. 8.—Com- 


menting on the results of the 
American election, La Nacion, 
which published two full pages of 
reports on the election returns, em-~ 
phasizes the outcome as @ defeat 
for the American Federation of La- 
bor upon its giving for the first 
time its support to a political 
party. 

The editorial expresses the opin- 
ion that in departing from its for- 
mer policy, the Federation finds it- 
self in a disadvantageous position, 
as formerly it was able to obtain 
the approval of labor legislation 
from both the Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

The editorial adds that the de- 
feat of La Follette “makes it clear 
that an immense majority of the 
people of the United States con- 
tinues frankly opposed to the ex- 
tremism of the left, whose most 
genuine representative is the Gov- 
ernment of Moscow—the flesh, 
blood and bones of the Third Inter- 
nationale.”

LEGION COMMANDE RFAVORS 
SOME KIND OF WORLD COURT 


Write to President Regarding Need 
of Permanent World Peace 
and Armistice Day.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 8.— 
James A. Drain, national com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
in a letter to President Coolidge, 
made public here today, expresses 
himself as being in accord with the 
President’s views that Armistice 
day celebrations should emphasize 
the need of permanent world 
peace. Drain also declared the le- 
gion was in favor of “the erection 
of some form of competent world 
court” in order to establish justice 
between nations.

all. It’s just been straight fiying 
with everything going smoothly. 
People have been kind to us. At 
Tucson and at Dallas it seemed 
like everybody for miles around 
was there to welcome us. We are 
sorry that it is impossible to keep 
the date we first announced for 
our fleet’s arrival in St. Louis. but 
we are coming back, you can bet. 

“There's really too much to tell 
about the world flight. (The avi- 
ator was answering a question.) 
I'd be talking when the train left. 
We simply sought to demonstrate 
what could be done with the alir- 
plane. We did what we set out 
to do. We have demonstrated 
that there are no limits to its pos- 
sibilities. 

“I believe the time will come 
when commercial circumaviation of 
the globe will be a fact accom- 
plished. , 

“But I don’t want to go around 
the world again—unless it’s in a 
boat. Why not? Just because I 
don't believe a man could endure 
the hardships of that f%ourney 
twice. If I were ordered, of course 
I'd go. But not for the fun of it, 
nor for the experience, nor for 
money.” 

En Route to Ohicago,

“FIGHTING CHANCE” 


His Rally Yesterday Called Sur- 
prising—Condition Remains 
Grave, However.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., ’.— 


Little change developed during the 
night in the condition of Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who suffered 


a stroke on Wednesday, according 
to a bulletin issued by his physi- 
clans at the Charlesgate hospital at 
8:45 this morning. The physicians 
said the outlook was “unfavorable.” 

The morning bulletin. which was 
signed by Doctors John H. Cun- 
ningham and Frederick H. Wins- 
low, who have been inattendance on 
Senator Lodge throughout his ill- 
ness, said: 

“There was no real change in the 
patient’s condition during the 
night. The general outlook must 
be considered unfavorable.’’ 

Dr. Cunningham, who announced 
last night for the first time since 
Senator Lodge was stricken at noon 
Wednesday that his patient had a 
“fighting chance” of recovery, re- 
mained at the hospital all night 
and before making public his state- 
ment this morning made a careful 
examination of Senator Lodge’s 
symptoms, aided by Dr. Winslow. 

The physicians admitted that the 
rally of the Senator at noon yes- 
terday, after he had been uncon- 
scious 48 hours, was surprising. He 
had several short periods of con- 
sciousness during which he recog- 
nized persons around him and 
spoke a few. words, and nourish- 
ment was given for the first time 
since the stroke. Doctors Cun- 
ningham and Winslow commented 
on the remarkable vitality which 
had enabled their patient, in. his 
seventy-fifth year, to continue a 
fight for life against heavy odds 
for so many hours. 

In order that the patient might 
have absolute quiet and that full- 
est advantage might be taken of 
the slight improvement in hia con- 
dition, orders were given last night 
to close to automobile traffic that 
part of the Memorial Driveway di- 
rectly in front of the Charles Gate 
Hospital. 

Senator Lodge’s Nahant home 
was closed yesterday and the mem- 
bers of the family, when not at the 
hospital, make their headquarters 
at the home of the Senator’s son, 
John C. Lodge, in Boston.

Naval Secretary’s Objcc- 
tion to Revealing Secret 
Plans.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8.—Argu- 
ments in the trial of the Govern- 
ment’s Elk Hills lease cancellation 
suit will probably begin next Thurs- 
day, counsel for the defendant Pan- 
American Petroleum and Transport 
Co. having rested their case yester- 
day. 

On Wednesday, Government 
counsel plans to examine briefly a 
few rebuttal witnesses, after which 
various stipulations will be entered 
by attorneys for both parties pre- 
paratory to the opening of argu- 
ments. 

in closing the defense yesterday, 
Frank J. Hogan, chief counsel for 
the oil company, introduced a 
atatement from Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur that he was not at 
liberty to furnish the court eertain 
confidential papers bearing on the 
contested lease and contracts 
which were subpenaed by the de- 
fense. He also presented a letter 
written by E. L. Doheny, head of 
the Pan-American interests 
President Coolid;e promising to 
complete the Pear! Harbor Storage 
project involved in the litigation, 
irrespective of possible loss 
through an adverse decision in the 
present case. 

Robison Tells of Royalties. 

Tes‘imony of Rear Admiral J. 
K. Robison, chief of the naval bu- 
rear, of engineering, was completed 
yesterday. 

Chief among the points brought 
out through cross-examination of 
Rear Admiral Robison, was that 
after December, 1922, the time the 
supple.i.iental contract was granted 
to the Par \merican Co., the Gov- 
ernment rid not receive royalties 
in cash from naval vil reserve leas- 
es in California, but royalties were 
converted to the construction of 
fuel oll storage facilities for the 
Navy Department. 

“You know that up to December, 
1922, royalties accruing from naval 
leases were paid in cash to the 
Government?’ Owen J. Roberts, 
special Government counsel, asked 
the witness. 

“Yes—I plugged that leak.” the 
Admiral replied. 

“You mean the navy would !ose 
that cash no longer?’ 

“Precisely,” Robison testified. 

Roberts then drew from the wit- 
ness that it was the policy of the 
Navy Department to conserve as 
long as possible the oil in the naval 
reserves and to drill wells only 
where necessary for protectiun 
against drainage. Attention was 
called to the demoralized oil mar- 
ket in California during the time 
negotiations were under way for

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 8.—De- 
troit voters who tried to vote for 
Charles Bowles, ‘‘sticker’’ candidate 
for Mayor, misspelled his name 120 
different ways in attempting to 
write ft on the ballot, a check of 
the votes has disclosed. Bowles 
said he would ask for a recount of 
the votes and it was intimated that 
legal action might be taken to have 
the votes discarded because of er- 
rors in spelling the name counted. 

Check of the ballots showed that 
Bowles, who has no middle. ini- 
tial, was given 10 different initials, 
the most frequent being “W’"’. Vari- 
ous spelling of the name included 
Boelis, Bowels, Bolles, Baules. 
Bowl'’s, Boulis, Wowles, and many 
other closer variations of the name. 

Figures of Oakley E. Distin. sec- 
retary of the City Election Commis- 
sion, show a total of 325.678 bal- 
lots were issued and that 308.832 
were counted for Mayor, leaving 
16,846 unaccounted for, which 
would be sufficient to elect Bowles.

“BULLET PROOF’ VESTS 
FOR HOMICIDE SQUAD 


Special Small Shotguns Also Are 
Added to Equipment of Detec- 
tive Forces. 

The Police Homicide Bureau was 
given additional equipment today, 
consisting of six “bullet-proof” 
vests and two special] double ebar- 
reled shotguns which was slightly 
larger than ordinary revolvers to 
be used chiefly in firing from the 
bureau's special automobiles. 

The guns are known as the ‘‘auto 
and burglar guns” and are 290 
gauge, firing buckshot. The barrel 
of each is only 12 inches long, 24 
inches shorter than the ordinary 
shotgun. They are equipped with 
a safety catch and load and break 
in the same manner as do standa-d 
guns. They are carried in holsters. 
Chief of Detectives Hoagland saw 
similar guns in use by police in 
Eastern cities during a recent in- 
spection trip.

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| Bugaboo of Deadlock Is Good Political Gun to Keep in 
Reserve—Straw Vote Attracted Band Wagon Follow- 
ers to Coolidge and Demoralized Democrats.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—That 
bugaboo, tne terrible chaos that 
would result in the event of an 
election having to be decided by 
Congress, has been folded away in 
mothballs. 

It might be supposed that after 
being exposed to the dark perils of 
such a possibility, the first thing 
for a government to do would be 
to insure that it could never arise 
again; to prepare an amendment to 
the Constitution, for example, un- 


der which a President would re- 
main in office until his successor 
qualified. This expedient would do 
away with the horrid political 
vacuum that was the foundation of 
all the hair-raising bedtime stories 
that were told to scare folks into 
voting for Mr. Coolidge. 

It was suggested during the 
height of the terror that Congress 
must at once hurry up with the 
enactment of legislation that would 
shorten the time between election 
and inauguration, not only in order 
to limit the opportunity of a lame- 
duck Congress to mess things up, 
but to curtail the period during 
which something might happen to 
cumber up the succession—like the 
death of an elected candidate in 
advance of his inauguration. 

Nothing has been heard of the 
necessity’ of an immediate action 
along these lines since the elec- 
tion. Actually it would be a waste 
of the best sort of campaign am- 
munition to put it beyond the 
reach of a party to employ so effi- 
client a campaign gun as this one 
proved to be. It clubbed into line 
farmers who had begun the cam- 
paign strident for a new dispensa- 
tion; {t won back to conservative 
Germans who had been swearing 
that, come weal or come woe, they 
would stand by the man who stood 
by them in the bad war time: it 
kept aawy from Davis a flock of 
votes that might normally be ex- 
pected to go to him from those 
who recoiled at the notion of a 
continuance of Coolidge adminis- 
tration. but were not prepared to 
take the full leap from conserv- 
atism to radicalism. 


Democrats Late in 

Answering Propaganda. 

Nobody could advocate openly in 
favor of the picture of a maelstrom 
of uncertainty and bewilderment 
while Congress struggled and trad- 
ed and maneuvered toward the 
election of a President without any 
| security that all this confused deal- 
‘ing and double dealing would be 
productive of the desired result. 


The Democrats were late starting 
to answer this propaganda. More- 
over, they were in an awkward po- 
sition. They could not very well 
declare that the Democrats in the 
Senate themselves would not be 
likely to vote for Charlies W. Bryan 
if that vote would make him Pres- 
ident, but euch was the fact. If 
there was ever any chance of the 
election going into Congress the 
outcome would have been Davis 
and Dawes, the result of a com- 
promise. 

It should not be lost sight of 
that a majority of the Senators of 
both parties are wealthy old gen- 
tlemen, whose fortunes are in se- 
curities particularly sensitive to an 
industrial panic, and they no more 
than any other set of business men 
would bring about an avoidable 
collapse of American confidence by 
unquestioning and stiff-necked par- 
tisanship. 

But for scarecrow purposes it was 
necessary to paint as gloomy a 
prospect as poasible, and the Re- 
publicans laid on_the solid black 
and it worked. he people who 
didn’t want to think about more 
political trouble swallowed the 
story whole and voted for Mr. 
Coolidge. 

The funniest thing of the whole 
show was to hear the very Con- 
gressmen who had trod al! over the 
President’s policies taking part in 
their own arraignment—for it was 
campaign conventionality that 
wherever Congress and the Presi- 
dent clashed, Congress was wrong 
—and red-facedly pointing out the 
miseries that were in store for the 


country if the chosing of a chief 
exécutive were left to them. 


Effect of Literary. 
Digest Straw Vote. 


In assessing the currents and rea- 
sons for the election coming out as 
it did the Literary Digest poll must 
not be overlooked. After the Bryan- 
no-election fiction it probably in- 
fluenced more votes than any other 
element of the campaign. It was 
worked into the most effective plecs 
of political propaganda in the 
whole arsenal. 

That poll may have been, and 
probably was, as impartial in its 
taking as such a thing well couli 
be; its purpose may have been as 
destitute of partisan intent as the 
stock and bond sales tables of the 
newspapers—nevertheless, it was 
deadly in its effects. Chairman 
Butler might have spent the who'e 
of the $3,000,000, or whatever was 
the actual sum he. mentioned as 
the goal of the Republican contri- 
bution hunters, on any scheme 
that could have been devised. hy 
the full board of campaign strata- 
gists and got nothing one-half so 
useful. 

Not only did it serve to attract 
the bandwagon fellows, but it de- 
moralized the opposition. It cut 
two ways—catching the ones who 
were afraisl to vote the non-win- 
ning way by the reiterated preses- 
tation of the trend to Coolidgs, 
which came out all right; and scar- 
ing the others by presenting ths 
terrific momentum of the La Fol- 
lette movement, that did not come 
out at all. 

During the campaign various 
State chairmen told me that they 
had canvassed their states and that 
the straw vote figures could not 
be correct: they cited the various 
explanations, the sending of plural 
ballots to Republicans and the un- 
delivered  ballots-filled-in-by-post- 
masters solutions, as reasons for the 
unthinkable majorities indicated, 
end yet the State chairmen them- 
selves could not help being im- 
pressed. They were all goose-flesh, 
like men who do not believe in: 
ghosts but who think they see 
sheeted shadows floating out of a 
graveyard. 

The cumulative effects of the 
progressive publication of the un- 
substantiated figures was enor- 
mous; particularly as the campaign 
just over was one of apathy. Peop'ec 
did not care, apparently, to think 
about politics; did not want to 
bupden themselves with weighing 
the respective merits of candidat>s 
and parties. The straw vote pre- 
sented to great numbers a sort of 
predigested decision and they were 
glad to avail themselves of it. 


Teapot Dome a Small. 
Factor in Campaign. 


This theory also jibes with the 
circumstances that Teapot Dome 
and the Daugherty episode, which 
so convuseld the country early in 
the year, figured so unimportant- 
ly in the actual election. The Demo- 
cratic stump speakers tried to re- 
arouse popular indignation with 
them, but as the campaign wore 
on found their audiences becoming 
inattentive when they thundered 
about Doheny and Fall, Sinclair, 
Daugherty and Jess Smith. The 
fault was that the consideration of 
such matters by the people com- 
pelled a comparison of parties and 
personalities, to which they were 
disinclined. There may have been 
a little more than this—a feeling 
that they ought to take account of 
these matters in deciding how to 
vote, and the human resentment at 
having attention directed to a duty 
they rather intended to neglect.. 

The whole thing suggests that 
the real reason for the manner and 
result of the election yas that the 
country had had an“overdose of 
politics. There has really been no 
let-up since Harding’s election four 
years ago. The troubles of the 
Harding regime, the succession of 
Coolidge, the interminable row be- 
tween Coolidge and Congress, the 
graft scandals, the La Foliette 
schism, and the unparalleled bit- 
terneas of the Democratic conven- 
tion with its sequels of kian fighta, 
so affected the country with poll- 
tical weariness that when the actu- 
al campaign came along their emo- 
tions were exhausted and the temp- 
tation to take the easiest way was 
irresistible.

With unofficial returns on the 
election for Governor virtually 
complete, Sam A. Baker, Repubii-

With less than 10 counties missing 
it was shown that the Republi- 
cans will control the House, while 
the Democrats will control the 
Benate, but the majority of the 


Republicans in the House will give 


them the lead on joint ballot. 

This joint ballot control is of lit+ 
tle importance except in a contest 
over the election of a state official. 
When it appeared that Baker's 
plurality was less than 5000 there 
was a probability of a contest by 
Nelson, but in view of the fact that 
Baker plurality will approach 
10,000 there is now little probabil- 
ity of a contest. 

On returns from the elections of 
142 of the 150 members of the 
House, the Republicans were 
shown to have elected 78 members 
and the Democrats 64.

The 
present Symphony Orchestra exhib- 
ited adept mechanical skill—except 
for a burble during the French horn 
solo in the second movement of 
Tschaikowsky’s Fifth Symphony. 
The tone quality was impaired by 
raucous notes in the brass, and by 
the violence of the kettledrums. In 
many forte passages there were 
incidental periods of noise which 
fell outside the realm of musical 
sounds. Such peccancies must be 
reformed if the St. Louis orchestra 
is to take its place with the leading 
orchestras of the country.

| New German “Glow” Microphone Proves Success 


HE Germans have gone to the bottom 

éf voice modulation in a careful 

study of microphones, which has 1e- 
sulted in their doing away with the old 
form of carbon diaphragm transmitt:r 
and using in its place a form of micro- 
phone which is not, perhaps, in, princi- 
ple so far removed from the De Fores* 
flame microphone, nor the Westinghouse 
spark transmitter. This new German ap- 
paratus, which has proven itself of great 
practical use in the last six months, is 
called the Cathodophone. 

The trouble with the old “mikes,” ac- 
cording to the German findings, is that 
they require too strong sound vibrations 
before their inertia is disturbed, and, 
therefore, they cannot carry the proper 
“overtones,” etc. 

The latest invention is based upon 
the finding of Wehnelt, that the surface 
of glowing wires coated with an oxicle 
(such as barium, calcium or strontium), 
will give off free negative electrons in 
rarefied gas. This property has been dis- 
covered to hold in the normal air pres- 
gures also. The high speed of the elec- 
tron is missing, however, as the free 
‘electrons collide with air mplecules or 
‘atoma, thus forming The giowing 
oxide body being the cathode 


(hence the name of the transmitter), tise 
ions will drift slowly to the anode and 
thus become carriers for the electric cur- 
rent. 

This “ion current” or “emission cur- 
rent” is subject to various pressure modi- 
fications in much the same way (but to 
higher degree) as the atmosphere. Vhena 
a sort of “box” of refractory material 
coated with an oxide is made to glow by 
a resistance heating, a bluish glow is se: 
up between it and a perforated § dia- 
phragm slightly separated from it by an 
air gap. This diaphragm is also ihe 
emall ena of a funnel which catches 
sound waves—the funnel being slotte:! 
to avold vibratory distortion. Thus sound 
oscillations will be transmitted to this 
glowing portion of the air gap, causing 
variations in the “emission current.” 
These are registered in the circuit of 
which this. air gap is a part, via a r*- 
sistance, and thus carried through valve 
amplifiers, 

According to claims made for this mi- 
crophone by its users, it is particularly 
good for the transmission of a concert

All the program directors 
and heads of the 530 American stations 
are now making special efforts, and in 
England and other countries similar ac- 
tivities are going on. 

Shortly before the tests start the call 
letters and wave-lengths of the partici- 
pating foreign stations will be made pub- 
lic. Extensive preparations are being 
made at the laboratories of Radio Broad- 
cast for receiving the foreign signals. A 
special receiving station will be built 
near Freeport, L. I., on the ocean shore, 
and another is in operation at Garde. 
City. From Garden City direct wires will 
connect with the high-power radio tele- 
graph station of the Radio Corporation, 
at New York, which will flash the news 
of how America is getting Engiand di- 
rect by radio to London. 

Extensive arrangements are being 
made with the telegraph companies to 
forward prepaid messages from listen- 
ers-in all over the United States to test 
headquarters at Garden City, bearing ra- 
ports of what stations were heard. Thou- 
sands of telegrams were received last 
year, and a very deluge is anticipated this 
year, for radio receiving sets have im- 
proved greatly in that time. 

American program directors report 
that many short addresses by prominent 


¢ men are on the books for the test week, 


and other features’ of more than usual 
interest are being scheduled. 

The first international radio broadcast- 
ing occurred last year in November, when 
English stations broadcast special pro- 
grams to American listeners. The selec- 
tions were heard all over the United 
During the same week interna- 
tional features broadcast from this coun- 
try were heard by 500,000 radio fars 
in England. 

American speakers who were heard dis- 
tinctly in England included Charles E. 
Hughes, Secretary of State; Henry Ford, 
Governor Hyde of Missouri; Owen D. 
Young and Major-General J. G. Har- 
bord, president of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. American  listene:s 
heard William Marconi, Georges Carpen- 
tier and many English artists speak fr>m 
London. Bagpipes were heard from 
Aberdeen and Glasgow. 

The first reception in America was re- 
ported, by William G. Finch, of New 
York City, radio engineer of the Inter- 


national News Service.
